Leader Hflltr Overcome by Sleep and Dropped 


From His Wheel. 


New York, Dec. 9. — At midnight the 


Indomitable IS bicyclists were still pedal- 
ling their way around the high bsnkej 
track of Madison Squire garden. From 
midnight to midnight, Miller had put 
more than 350 miles behind him. This 
marvelous record on the third day of 
the great race carried him along to a 
total of more than 1200 miles in 71 hours, 
139 miles ahead of the former record.

A GOAT ISLAND DUEL, 


MEN WHO TOOK PART IN fT AFTER- 


WARD BECAME FAMOUS. 


Alloffert 'HitrhwiiymXn Arrn^ted. 


Pownal, VI., Dec. 9. — Frank Brady, an 


employe of a hotel, was arrested Wed- 
nesday on suspicion of being the man 
who threatened with death ar>d robbed 
Mrs. Hewitt, wife of Professor John H. 
Hewitt of Williams college, on the high- 
way near her home in Williamstown, 
Mass.

ning and Bntlcr tho Seconds — The 


1 Wounded Men Taken Down tfce River 


In a, Torchllghted Baree. 


In ,the Savannah river, some night or 


ten miles above Augusta, was 50 or 60 
years ago a largo and dreary snnd bank, 
known as Goat island, covered with drift- 
ing and shifting dunes, the home o£ tha 
crane, tho kingfisher and tho heron. 
Ona 


ol the most noted duels that ever illustrat- 
ed the code of honor took place on Goat is- 
land, a sort of neiitral ground, amenable 
perhaps neither to the laws of Georgia nor 
South Carolina. 
The principals and sec- 


onds in this duel, save one, were all Edge- 
fleld men oi high descent and of tlie cava- 
lier class, who believed in and practiced 
the code duello. 


The principals were two handsome and 


brilliant young lawyers, Louis T. Wigfall, 
aged 23 years, and Preston S. Brooks, aged 
22. The casus belli in this famous duel 
grew out of political strifes and ambitions. 
Wigf all's second was John Laurens Man- 
tling of Sumter county, S. C. Brooks' sec- 
ond was Pierce Mason Butler of Edgelleld. 
All these four men became famous char- 
acters in the history of their state—indeed 
'in tha history of the south—as is abun- 
dantly proved by the chronicles and ency- 
clopedias that have been written or amend- 
ed since. 


In the very earliest hour of the dim, 


gray dawn of a fall morning of the year 
1841.—to avoid notice and perhaps ai'rest 
—two close carriages are driven out of 
Augusta. 
They leuve the door of the lato 


Thomas Barrett, who is himself an occu- 
pant of one of the carriages. These two 
coaches convey Wigfall, Manning, Barrett, 
a physician and three colored men, serv- 
ants, to the \icinity of Goat island. 
Brooks and Butler, with their physician 
and servants, come from tha Edgefiold 
pido, accompanied by the lato Major An- 
drew Hammond of New Richmond. 


The duel took place at 5:30 o'clock in 


the afternoon. 
Tho actors in tho bloody 


drama were taken from either shore to the 
island in one of the long pole boats of that 
day. 
Two §hots were exchanged. The re- 


sult of the second shot was the wounding 
of Wigiall through both thighs and the 
whizzing of a bullet into Brooks' hip, the 
bullet ranging round into his back and 
lodging there. 
Both men wero painfully 


and very seriously wounded. Both sank 
to the ground and soon became almost un- 
conscious from loss of blood. 


And now cornes the dramatic and some- 


what weird part of my story. 
Both 


wounds haying been temporarily dressed, 
bath men were lifted tenderly into the 
pole boat and, lying almost side by side, 
were rowed down the night mantled 
stream to the city. In this boat with the 
wounded men wero the seconds. Mr. Bar- 
rett, Major Hammond, the physicians and 
five negro men. Imagine this funereal 
barge, illuminated by lightwood torches, 
sometimes flaring bright, sometimes burn- 
ing blue, as ic glided down the broad, still 
river in the blackness of darkness, bearing 
on its bosom two noble, brave and bleed- 
ing boys, whose immortal souls before the 
journey's end might be called to stand be- 
fore their God. 


Arriving at Augusta Lonis TVigfall was 


taken to the residence of Mr. Thomas Bar- 
rett, whose wife and mother-in-law, the 
lute Mrs. Harriet Glaesoock, were family 
connections of his, and there nursed back 
to health with tender care and motherly 
watchfulness. Preston Brooks was taken 
to Beard's hotel, in Hamburg, whence 
after a few days he was taken to his homa 
in Edgefleld, 


Louis T. \Vigfnll married a brilliant 


belle of Providonco, and after living in 
Edgelleld a few years subsequent to hia 
duel removed to Marshall, Tex., which 
state he very soon represented in the Unit- 
ed States senate, where ho achieved a na- 
tional reputation as an orator and states- 
man. 
The war, of coarse, foand him de- 


votedly tmd enthusiastically on the side of 
his nativo south. He became a hero in tho 
memorable and initial siege oi Fort Snm- 
ter, a brigadier general in the Confe'dsrare 
army, senator from Texas in the Confed- 
erate congress and an intimate friend and 
advisor of Jefferson Davis. 
He died in 


G.ilveston somsIOor 13 yenrs after tho 
close of the war. 


Preston S. Brooks married a daughter 


of Governor Means of South Carolina, and 
continued to live in Edgefleld. He became 
FO popular among the peoplo of Edgefleld 
and tho neighboring districts that they 
sent him to represent them in congress. 
Previous to this, however, he had led 
Company D of tho Palmetto regiment 
throughout tho Mexican war, and had 
reached t!i3 highest rank as a wise and 
brave soldier. While he was a member oi 
the lower house of congress his cousin, 
Judge Andrew Pickens Butler, was South 
Carolina's senator. 


In the senate about this time—it is mat- 


tor of national history—tho famous Massa- 
chusetts senator, Charles Sumner, made a 
speech reflecting upon Senator Butler, 
who was a man many years his senior. 
This insult to his venerable kinsman so 
aroused tho ire of tho fiery Brooks that ha 
publicly caned Sumner in the sanate'cham- 
ber. The matter became almost a national 
issue and aroused in the northern mind 
much of that hatred of tho south that led 
to tho war. Preston S. Brooks, in his third 
term r.s congressman, died in Washington 
in 1857. 


Piorco M. Butler became governor ot 


South Carolina, then United States com- 
missioner to tho Indians, and subsequently 
the dovcted and illustrious leader of the 
renowned Palmetto icglmenc in rh£ Mos 
icon war. He fell at the head of his regi- 
ment, with a bullet through his brain, at 
the memorable singe of Churubiisco. 


John Laurons Manning married an aunt 


of the present General Wade.Hampton. Hii 
was at the time the wealthiest and tho 
handsomest man in South Carolina. He 
became governor of his state, as his t'atheZ 
and grandfather had been before him, ami 
proved himself throughout all his years a 
hero snd a patriot of the highest typo. Ho 
diert eight or ten years ago.—Augusta 
Herald.

I have suffered no pangs

life from the moment I knew he was 
dead. 
I never slept so well as I did 


the night after I fired those fatal shots."

"yes."

Besides 
these instances, *'no!' gains in Fitchburg, 
Maiden, Newton, Waltham and Pitts- 
field.

trollcr Eckels of the treasury department 
has sent bis resignation to tbe president, 
and M ill retire iu a few days to take the 
presidency of a bank in Chicago. Mr. 
Eckels is the last ul the important officials 
of tho Cleveland administration to get out 
of the government under the present Re- 
publican regime. He retires -voluntarily, 
his term not expiring till next March. It 
is not generally known that the term of 
office of a comptroller of the currency is 
five years, and the incumbent is not re- 
movable by the president except for rea- 
sons given in writing, which must bo sub- 
mitted to the senate.

Eckels' Successor.

Dawes of Illinois, also a young man.

is almost as youthful looking as the retir- 
ing comptroller, who was spotted as a boy 
when ho first came to Washington. 
Mr. 


Eckels' youthful appearance led to tho 
telling of mauy stories about him, some u[ 
v.'hich were truthful and some of which 
were not. The comptroller does not deny 
that an important government official onee 
called on him at his office ncd asked to 
see Mr. Eckels. "My name is Eckels," 
said the comptroller. "But I wanted to 
see your father, sonny," replied the visitor. 


Mr. Eckels also admits that it is true he 


has at various times had difficulty in mak- 
ing people behove in his identity while 
traveling about the country.

WHAT THE GREATER NEW YORK IS 


TALKING ABOUT. 


The Present tender of the Garment Work- 


ers and Hi6 Desire to £.eave Labor Agi- 
tation to Others—The "Contract System. 
Schoenfeld's Close Study of Newspapers. 


NEW Yor.K, Dec. 9.—[Special.]—Merer 


Pchoenfi'ld, who has led most striina of 
tho clonkinakers, the "pants" maker3, (be 
coat-nia'Kerp nnd all sorts of allin'l Imclcs 
federated under the e-onnral stirlo of ti*c 
United Carmen fWorkr-s, not only in ICew 
York, br.t in many other cities, of lato 
years, and is now in charge of the idle 
garment workers' headquarters on Orchard 
strefcc, looks a, good deo! morp liko'n fairly 
successful young business man than an 
agitator, lie has br-ui trying to get out) of 
tlie lar.or mov^mont for a I-J^K time, and 
two or three yenrs ago firmly believed he 
had finally siiucoedod. . 


At that time he opened a small coal and 


insurance ofrico somewhere up town, left 
the union and announced to his friends 
that hereafter they must take care of thoir 
own disputes with thrir employers. 


Forced to Manage a Strike. 


Schocnf eld undo ubtodly meant just what 


he said, but when the last big strike of 
garment workors was inauguatcd without 
his advice and consent, and, in fact, I be- 
lieve, without his knowledge, the men, 
seeing that thoy were sure to bo out gener- 
nled by tho contractors unless they liad n 
competent loader, wont to him bogy ing 
almost literally on their knees and actual- 
ly with copious tears that he would put 
himself again at their head. 
For a full 


day they entreated him in vain, but at 
last, although he understood full well that 
to do so incant serious injury to his mod- 
est little business, from which he had just 
begun to receive a living income, he went 
down into Orchard street and assumed 
command of an almost hopeless fight. For 
weeks he hardly left tho s,ceno of battle, 
and, 
although the final result was favor- 


able to the men. it was purchased very 
dearly by Schoenfeld, who found himself 
on the verge of nervous prostration at the 
last. 


Hi.s present task is a far nioro difficult ono 


even than that which ho was then forced to 
undertake. It is now tho dull season ^nd 
there is no strike, but E,000 or 6,000work- 
ors are already without employment, and 
by the first of the year their number will 
bo anywhere from 10,000 to 15,000. 
It is 


Schoenfeld's duty to act as thoir director 
during this period of stress, and, in addi- 
tion, to travel through the country seek- 
ing to strengthen the hands of garment 
workers in the clothing making centers of 
Syracuse, Bochester, Buffalo,' Montreal, 
Baltimore. Boston, Philadelphia, etc.. for 
a big figh b next year against the various 
alleged evils of the contract system. 


Schoenfeld knows full well that it is 


praotically impossible to do away with tho 
contract plan, and besides that, the bot- 
tom of the trouble must be looked for 
elsewhero. 
Overcompetition—Too Much Immigration. 


Whether the contract system bo abolish- 


ed or not, so long as clothing dealers strain 
every nerve to cut prices, as they have for 
the last few years, and the raw materials 
for garment workers continue to pour i 
into the country by the thousands, it will ' 
bo impossible to keep wages up and hours ] 
down anil equally impossible to find work ; 
at all the times of the year for everybody, j 


If some scheme fixing the price of evc?y 


article of clothing manufactured at a cer- 
tain figure, high enough to en.iblo the 
contractors to pay good wages for a rea- 
sonable short day's work without loss, 
could be devised and the inflow of green 
hands could bo entirely stopped or greatly 
restricted lor a term of years, then Schoeu- 
feld's task would bo possible of achieve- 
ment. But,of course, neither of theso things 
can bo clone, and, that being true, the gar- 
ment making trades will continue to lie 
subject to a succession of strike and lockout 
upheavals. 


Strikes can be won in tho busy season, 


because then the manufacturcrsmusthave 
tho work done or suffer great loss. 
But 


the benefit of each future victory will bo 
us fleeting as tho fruits of each past tri- 
umph have been. As eoon ns there is a 
little slackening of work wages will be re- 
duced and hours lengthened. Some of tho 
workers, influenced by previous bitter ex 
porionces, will submit; others will go out 
and their places will be taken by newly 
arrived immigrants; not masters of the 
trade, to he sure, but under present con- 
ditions as to division of labor quito capa- 
ble of quickly learning tho work. Tho 
next year these same green hands will bo 
members of the union and as eager as 
anybody to kcpp wages up and hours 
down. But by that time another crop of 
newly arrived immigrants will bo on hand 
all ready to neutralize the good effects of 
whatever agri'emcntri have been made be- 
tween employers and employees. 


Sclioeufold's Strong: Influence. 


Schoenfeld's power with the garment 


workors of Now York and indeed in most 
of the cities named is truly phenomenal. 
Tins is uuu perhaps as much to tho fact 
that ho has striven to withdraw altogether 
from labor agitation as to anything else, 
for human nature is tho same- among gar- 
ment wrorkers as any other class. 
But 


Schoenfeld possesses much native force 
and large administrative and executive 
ability. In fnvorablo circumstances lie 
might hate become a notable man of af- 
fairs, for he is a good speaker and mag- 
netic to a degree. 


lie came to this country when only a 


boy poverty stricken, friendless nnd ig- 
norant. 
Today he is one of tho best read 


men in New York, and he has a firm grip 
upon most of tho larger questions which 
interest modern thinkers. 
Like most 


strike loaders of the Hebrew race, he is at 
heart a socialist, but by no means a rad- 
ical one, and ho clearly perceives the dilfl- 
uultic.s und dangers that lie in the path of 
those \vhoad\oCiito a sudden social revolu- 
tion. Undoubtedly it is largely duo to his 
conservritivo attitude that comparatively 
few of the men who make clothe* in Ke\v 
York are in cloFC sympathy either wir,h 
the schemes of Eugene V. Uebs or the So 
cialistic Labor parly, whose chief mouth- 
piece hero ib Daniel De Leon. 


Although Sir. Schuenfeld is now G man 


of wide information, he ht.s never in his 
life bpun able to /incl time for the perusal 
of more than half a dozen books, his read- 
ing being confined almost exclusively to 
the nesvspapcrs. lie goes through nearly 
every one of the Xew York papers daily 
and hiih done so for yenrs. 
But he has 


rarely given them attention until night- 
time. 
When he was at work in tho shop, 


the daylight hours were entirely taken up 
by his work, and he has invariably been 
similarly absorbed every day when man- 
aging a strike or organizing unions. 


lILs reading, therefore, has almost all 


been done in bed, and more than halt the 
time for years he has fallen asleep with a

"There is ono incident that I will never 


forgot. 
I was living near Pcndleton, in 


this state, and tho slaves around thero 
wore thio'k. 
Near the village was Samuel 


Maverick's large plantation. 
Late ono 


afternoon I heard that about 10 negroes 
had congregated near Mr. Maverick's, in 
a dense wood, to hold some kind of indig- 
nation meeting. Gatherings of the kind 
in those days were not frequent, from tho 
faet that the slaves had some idea of tho 
punishment that would accrue when they 
were discovered. In the wood of which I 
speak was a small 0310 room cabin. 
Tho 


rumor was thatrtho negroes were to r;x)C(, 
at tho cuuin. 


"My purpose wns to get two men to 


join me, surround tho cabin and whip iba 
slaves. Two friends willinglywent with 
me, and wo arrived near the edge- of tho 
wood about dark. 
Our horses were fas- 


tened in a clump of bushes, and we crept 
toward the cabin. All tho negroes wcro 
in the houso. They never-took the precau- 
tion to place a guard on duty, because they 
did not bclievo they could ever bo found. 
\Vo easily surrounded the house. 
One 


man was sent to watch the lono window, 
whilo the other and I went to the door. 


"The negroes were having a high old 


time. Xhoy werc-discussing-a recent whip- 
ping when ono of their friends received a 
terrible flogging from a hard taskmaster 
for a very light offense. 
Just as the in- 


dignation proceeding was at its highest I 
shoved open the door and slipped'in. My 
friend followed to prevent any of tho men 
escaping. 
Our presence had tho effect of 


stampeding the entire bunch of blacks. 
An angol could not have surprised them 
more. One big buck danced up to me, but 
I gavo him a swing with a heavy stick, 
and ho fell tortlie flour paralzyed. No oth- 
er attempt was made to raise trouble. 
"I told the crowd that I had to whip ev- 


ery man. 
It caurcd a, storm, but the men 


had to submit. 
'While; my friend stood at 


the doorwith a pittul I took the slaves out 
ono at a time and gavo caoh 50 lashes on 
tho bare- back. The woods echoed with the 
encs of p:/in, though it made littlo diftVr- 
aetc. I wns tired out with my part, -iiml 
after a spell turned the lash over to the 
man at the door to act as executioner. 
Finally the 1'ist man was pulled from the 
cabin, and when ho was whipped we .start- 
ed homo. 
Tho negroes fled as fast as they 


got their punishment, collecting in f-roups 
later to march home. 
We could hi ill hear 


thoir cries as they stun/; m.diw tho effects 
of tho leather. Tiiu whip-ing had its good 
result, however, and that was tho kite in- 
dignation meeting in that part of the 
country.

CAN HE EXPLAIN? 


Mr. Earner's Untruths About the 


Union Work. 
He Has Been 


Misrepresenting Again. 


Mr. Hamer is not to blame for what he 


don't know or cannot understand. 
At 


the last city council meeting he said "It 
seems that his Honor the Mayor, and the 
commissioner of public works knew when 
they asked for the appropriation of $2500 
where they intended to use it." The 
council appropriated this sum in March, 
1897. 
Mr. Honghton did not offer to give 


S2500 toward? macadamizing part of Un- 
ion street until August, 1SS7, and Mr. 
Hunter did riot know that he was going to 
make the offer until then. Neither of 
them had any idea as to where macadam- 
izing was to be done in March, 1897. 
If 


Mr. Hamer had desired that the macad- 
amizing should be dono on any particular 
street he ought to have had such street 
designated by ths council at that time. 
No street was mentioned and the com- 
missioner of public works had a perfect 
right to have the macadamizing done 
where he thought the bestinterests of the 
city would be conserved, If he had not 
accepted Mr. Honghton's offer he would 
have been blamed and justly too. Union 
street is one of the main arteries or the 
oity and one half of the expense of ma- 
cadamizing it was defrayed in advance. 


Mr. Hamer very sapientiy asked the 


council, "Why didn't ihey inform the 
council, and Jet them act on it as they did 
Marshall and Main streets?" Mr. Hunter 
had the upper part of Main street around 
the soldiers' 
monument macadamized 


last year by the day, the same as this 
year, and did not ask the council about it. 
No one questioned the legal right to have 
such work done. Mr. Hamer was not 
then running for mayor and had not then 
begun to discover mare's nests. No one 
asked last year why one-half of the ma- 
cadamizing the space around the monu- 
ment was not assessed upon the abutters. 
Everyone knew that such assessment 
could not be made because there was no 
law under which such assessment could 
be levied. 


Last spring the legislature of this state 


passed a law authorizing the city council 
of North Adams, whenever in their judg- 
ment the public convenience and , neces- 
sity required to pave any street in the 
city and assess one half of the expense of 
such paving upon the abutters. "Having 
is not macadamizing. Macadamizing is 
covering the surface of a street with sev- 
eral layers of broken stono and rolling it 
down hard with a steam road roller. 
Paving is covering the surface of a street 
with n floor of stone or brick. The state 
road extending from Braytonville to Wil- 
liamstown is a macadamized road. 
Main 


street from Eagle street to Phoenix 
bridge and Marshall streets are paved 
streets. Center street and part of Union 
street are macadamized streets, 


Mr. Hamer asked the council why the 


cost cf macadamizing Union street was 
not assessed upon "the abuttars on each 
side.one fourth?" Mr, Hamer didn't knorf" 
the difference between paving and ma- 
cadamizing. He was trying to teach the 
council and did not know what he was 
talking about. He did not know that no 
part of the expense of macadamizing can 
be assessed upon an abutter. lie hadn't 
read the paving act of 1897 under which 
the assessments for tbe paving can be laid 
upon abutters, or, if he had read it, he 
couldn't understand it. He isn't to blame 
for what he don't know, or cannot under- 
stand,, Mr. Hamer is to blame for telling 
as true something tbat he knows to be 
untrue. Mr, Hamer said to the council "I 
see one item where the city paid Mr. 
Lally $93.13 for sharpening tools, oil, etc,, 
and 
he gets 12J per cent, more 
on 


this as his percentage on actual cost." 
This is an absolute falsehood and Mr. 
Hamer knows that it is false. Mr. Lally 
has never been paid 12J per cent for 
sharpening tools, oil, etc., or any other 
sum. He never has been paid anything 
except his percentage upon labor. 


Mr, Hamer said "It will be seen by this 


that Mr. Lally gets 12i per cent on every 
dollar he expends for the city." This is 
another untruth. Mr, Lally got no per- 
centage on materials or for sharpening 


tools, etc. He simply got his percentage 
on the amount paid for labor. 


Mr. Hamer tries to make out that Mr 


Lally has been dishonest and tries to 
prove it by stating untruths. This is a 
sample statement from Mr, Earner's ad- 
dress. Before insinuating that Mr. Lally 
had been dishonest it would have been a 
good plan for Mr. Hamer to have been 
honest himself. Before Mr. Hamer had 
endeavored to cast the mole out of Mr. 
Lally's eye it would have been an excel- 
lent thing for him to have attended to the 
beam in his own eye. 


What is the truth about the macadam- 


izing done ia. ice Union? The city council 
voted in March, 1897, to appropriate §>5tX) 
ior macadamizing. No streets were men- 
tioned and as in thcjcasa of the appropria- 
tion for sewers it was left to the discretion 
of the commissioner of public works 
Nothing was done about macadamizing 


until August 3, 1S97, when the mayor 
wrote to Mr. Hunter saying that if mac- 
adamizing was dono in the Union that the 
Arnold Print worlds would bear one-half 
of the expense up to J2500. Mr. Hunter, 
as many of good judgment would have 
done, accepted the offer. 
The city en- 


gineer and other city officials had so 
much other work on hand that it was 
necessary to go outside. Mr. Hunter had 
a perfect right under the charter and 
statutory laws to have this work done by 
contract or by the day. Mr. Lally wa3 
selected because of the experience tha 
he had gained working on state rouds 
and because he was a good road builder 
He was to receive 121 per cent on labor 
including insurance. That is Mr. Lally 
was to take charge of the work and for 
compensation was to receive 12\ per 
cent on all sums paid out for labor and 
was to insure the city against all acci- 
dents that miebt occur to anyoftho 
workmen during the work. 


Mr. Hamer quoted figures from the au- 


ditor's report showing the cost of macad- 
amizing, sewers and sidewalks. These 
figures are misleading and were quoted in 
the way Mr, Hamer put them for the pur- 
pose of misleading people. Mr. Hamer 
W .'ited people to infer that Mr. Lally bad 
been paid 121 per cent, on tbe suma he 
named. This is not so. Mr. Lilly never 
built the sidewalks at all. They were 
built by Mr. Varnum. The figures quoted 
by Mr. Hamer include the cost of labor 
and material. Mr. Lally got a percentage 
only on the cost of labor. Why was Mr. 
Hamer not honest with his audience? 
Why did he try to treat Mr. Lally un- 
fairly? This is his method of running a 
campaign. Out of this 12J per cent. Mr, 
Lally insured the city against all loss 
Irom damages resulting from injuries to 
any of the workmen, This was no small 
item. 


On the 17th day of September, 1897, a 


workman by tne name of Boland while 
working for the city in a sewer near 
Washington avenue was injured. The 
city has paid this man up to date for time 
that he has been idle?7J,60 for time and 
$110 for board. AVhat the medical attend" 
ance amounts to is not known. In addi- 
tion to this this man Boland has sued the 
city for $1000 besides. Why did not Mr' 
Hamer tell the council about thsse facts? 
He could have found them on the audit- 
or's books if he had tried, Mr. Hamer 
did not mention these facts bacanse if he 
had it would not then have appeared that 
Mr. Lally was getting such a "snap" after 
all. A single accident to a workman on 
Mr. Lally's job would have wiped out all 
his profits. 


Mr. Hamer insinuateg that Mr. Lally 


increased the cost of the work beyond 
the price that it ought to have been 
done for. The total 
cost of mac- 


adamizing in 
the 
Union, according 


to the city engineer, 513 $3,577.54. This 
includes labor and materials. 
The labor 


cosi 51,485.89. 
The material, eta.', 001* 


52,111.65. Mr. Lally got his percentage 
on ths smaller sum only. 
There were 


4,773 square yards macadamized. 
This 


makes the cost 75 cents .per yard. It cost 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts to 
macadamize the state road ia Greylock 
510,056 54 to macadamize 8,526 yards. 
These figures are taken from the report 
of the Massachusetts Highway Caminis- 
sion for 1898. The road in Greylock is 
similar as every one knows to the road- 
way in the Union, The cost per yard of 
macadamizing the Greylock road is $1.17. 
The Greylock road is six inches thick a(, 
the center and live inches at the side. 
The road in the Union is covered with 
broken stone s,ix inches thick all the way 
across, 
On the Greylock road all trap 


rock is used; on the Union road one-halt 
trap rock and one-half native stone. 
Al- 


lowing for the difference in rock, etc., bad 
the same material been used at Greylock 
as at the Union, the state road at Grey- 
lock would have cost the commonwealth 
about 97 cents per square yard. 


The road in the Union is as good a job 


as the road at Greylocfc and it has cost 
the city at least 20 cents per square yard 
less the Greylock road, and the Arnold 
Print works pays one half of the expanse. 
What becomes of Mr. Hamer's personal 
attack upon Mr. Lally? Does anyone now 
believe that Mr. Lally was dishonest with 
the city and tried to get in all the time oil 
the job that he could? Mr. Hamer has 
given the lie to nearly every city official. 
Is this the way to make votes? Is this 
the man the people want for mayor? No. 
The people want an honest candidate. 
They »\ a: t a man like H. Torrey Cady. A 
man who cannot lie and will riot accuse 
other people of lying, not even to be elec- 
ted. The charges made by Mr. Hnmer 
against, the mayor, commissioner of pub- 
lic works, city engineer, city solicitor and 
Mr. Lally are "like the baseless fabric of 
a vision," They were based on nothing 
and will amount to nothing, except the 
' defeat of their author.
